Attorneys Make Motion 
for New Hearing and 
Judge Sets June 19 as 
Date for Reopening the 
Murder Case. 


Mrs. Stella Abbott, charged with 
the murder of her husband, Johnny 
Abbott, was found guilty of man- 
slaughter for the second time, 
Thursday night at 7 o’clock, when a 
fury in the criminal division of the 
Fulton superior court returned a 
verdict of voluntary manslaughter 
and fixed her sentence from four to 
eight years. ! 

The verdict and sentence were re- 
ceived by the defendant in silence. 
Immediately upon the passing of 
sentence by Judge John D. 
Humphries, before whom _ the 
case was tried, Edmund W. Martin, 
®f counsel for the defense, moved 
for a new trial. and Judge Hum- 


* phries announced that he would 


hear the motion Saturday, June f9. 


Judge Humphries also announced 
that Mrs. Abbott will” be allowed 


her. liberty under bond of $5,000, the

Much interest was shown in the 
verdict, which was reached in an 
hour and a half. The court room 
was filled when the deputy brought 
word tothe judge that the jury had 
Yeached an agreement. The defend- 
ant was brouplit into court and the 
verdict was read by Solicitor John 
A. Boykin. Mrs. Abbott showed 
no emotion.at the sentence. 

The two boys of the defendant 
started crying and a number of

The case, which was one of the 
hardest fought ever tried in Fulton 
county, drew hundreds of specta- 
tors to the courtroom, both at the 
first trial of Mrs. Abbott, in Feb- 
ruary last’ year, and during the 
three days that it has been on trial 
th's week. 

The concluding session was con- 
sumed in the argument of Attorney 
Arnold, who swayed the spectators 
with his argument. He made an 
impassioned plea for “this poor 
woman,’ and asked the jury to ac- 
quit, her, basing his argument on 
the grounds of self-defense and 
post-partum insanity.

Commercial interests 
bent on removing timber. from the 
swamp—the last of the three great 
swamps on the Atlantic seaboard— 
wil} destroy its primeval conditions 
unless action is taken to perpetu- 
ate them, the report states.

WITH CENTRAL CLERKS 


Macon Conference Ad- 
journs Without Definite 
Results—Clerks at Fitz- 
gerald Leave Jobs on 
Thursday. © 


More than 1,000 clerical workers 
of the Southern railway system, the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railway, and the Atlanta Joint Ter- 
minals walked out Thursday in 
Sympathy with the striking clerks 
of the Central of Georgia, according 
to claims made Thursday night by 
leaders in the walkcut. 

Nearly 250 clerks_in the receiv- 
ing, agency and _ dalling . depart- 
ments of the Southern walked out 
at noon Thursday, and, according 
to W. W. Waite, superintendent of 
terminals of the Southern, they did 
so without any notice or/presenta- 
tion of written grievances. 

Brotherhood members who walk- 
ed out claimed that all except three 
employees in the departments men- 
tioned left their work -at lunch 
time and failed to return, and this 
statement was substantiated by Su- 
perintendent Waite. 

J. W. Nelson, grand vice prest- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Railway 
clerks, said Thursday night that 
he had received reports to the sft- 
feet that clerical workers in sim- 
ilar departments of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlanta railway 
and the Atlanta Joint Terminals, 
which is the combined freight ter- 
minals of the Georgia railroad, the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad” 
and the Atlanta and West Point 
railway, walked out shortly after 
noon in nhumbers large enough to 
Swell the strikers’ ranks to more 
than 1,000.

NATIONAL GUARD 
ONPRESENT BASIS 


Federalization Cut From 

Army Bill Along With 
Voluntary Training and 
Automatic . Revival of 
Conscription. 


Washington, May 27.—The army 
reorganization bill emerged from 
conference today shorn of senate 
proposals for federalization of the 
national guard, for a voluntary uni- 
versal training system and for au- 
tomatic revival of the war-time se- 
lective service act on declaration 
of a war emergency. ‘ 

As agreed to by the conferees, 
the bill provides for a peace-time 
regular army of 297,000 officers and 
men, including the Philippine 
scoutS; for continuation of the na- 
tional guard Substantially dt the 
present basis and for the organi- 
zation of an enlisted reserve corps 
liable for fifteen days of training 
duty a year except in case of war 
emergency. 

The senate proposal to create the 
post of undersecretary of war to 
have charge of procurement of war 
supplies was accepted in substance 
by placing this duty on the assikt- 
ant secretary, and his salary in- 
creased to $10,000 a year. The as- 
sistant secretary will function as 
a business manager. The bill also 
creates within the departmedt a 
permanent war council composed of 
the secretary, assistant secretary, 
the general of th@ army and the 
chief of staff, which will deter- 
mine military and munition prob- 
lems. 

Senate provisions reconstructing 
the general staff on French army 
lines and making separate branches 
of the air service, signal corps and 
chemical warfare sections were re- 
tained, the air force to include 1,- 
514 officers and 16,00 men command- 
ed by a major general. For thé 
line of the army 21 major generals, 
46 brigadiers, 595 colonels, 674 lieu- 
tenant colonels, 2,245 majors and 
4,490 captains are provided, chiefs 
of infantry, cavalry and field ar- 
tillery to be major geenrals, and 
the Porto Rican infantry to be in- 
corporated into the regular army, 
Promotions «will be from a single 
list under yearly classification with 
provision for discharge of unfit of- 
ficers and the summer training 
cane System is perpetuated to aid 
in developing reserve officers. 

Direct-representation of the na- 
tional guard on the general staff 
Was eliminated, but provision was 
made for assignment of guard of- 
ficers when needed by the depart- 
ment. Military rank for army 
nurses,. the superintendent with 
rank of major, also is provided. 

The provision for an enlisted re- 
serve corps for civilians include au- 
thority to divide the country geo- 
graphically into corps areas, each 
to include a division of national 
guard or enlisted reserve corps 
troops with proper reserve officer 
arrangements to constitute a tacti- 
cal .organization for administrative 
purposes. Enlistments in the re- 
serve would be for three years ex- 
cept world war veterans who woull 
be accepted for one year.

Baton Rouge, La., May 27.—Alfon- 
£0 Quinonez, a special student from 
San Salvador in the sugar school of 
the Louisiana State university, died 
tonight of injuries received when he 
was burned with ether, according 
to members, at initiation ceremonies 
of the Alpha Chi Sigma fraternity 
several nights ago. 

According to a signed statement 
given out tiaaight by J. D. Bond for 
the Aipha Chi Sigma fraternity, the 
accident occurred Monday night 
when Quinonez was presented for 
initiation. According to the staté- 
ment, part of this ceremony con- 
sists of rubbing a’ portion of the 
skin with ether. During this act 
the fumes of the drug became ig- 
nited and the can containing the 
ether was upset, the contents fall- 
ing on Quinpnez, who was enveloped 
in flames. He was taken imme- 
diately to a sanitarium, where his 
injuries were at first thought to 


have been slight. Wednesday night 
he began sinking and the end came 
tonight. 

His parents in San Salvador were 
notified of his death. by cable and 
the body was turned over to an un- 
dertaker under direction of the fra- 
ternity until his parents are heard 
from.

Cleveland, Ohio, May 27.—D. R. 
Hanna tonight issued the fol- 
lowing statement concerning the 
testimony of John T. King, of 
Connecticut, today before the 
senate investigating committee 
at Washington: 

“Mr. King’s statement of my 
agreement to raise $500,000 for 
General Wood’s campaign is a 
gmross misrepresentation. I have 
contributed $6,000 toward the 
expenses of General Wood’s cam- 
paign ih the Cleveland congres- 
sional district. That is the total 
of my contribution to the entire 
Wood campaign.” 


Washington, May 27.—Senate in- 
vestigation into pre-convention ex- 
penditures in behalf of presidential 
candidates today brought forth in- 
formation as to plans to put W. G. 
McAdoo’s name before the demo- 
cratic national convention and an 
assertion from John T. King, origi- 
nal manager of Major General Leon- 
ard Wood, that Dan R. Hanna, of 
Cleveland, son of the late Senator 
Mark Hanna, early in the general’s 
campaign, had promised “to go out 
and gather in $500,000.” 

In reply to questions, Mr. King 
said he did not know whether the 
money was, received. As to three 
presidential candidates, whose. ex- 
penditures the committee inspected 
for the first time, testimony Was 
presented, showing that $113,109 had 
been contributed for Senator Hard- 
ing, of Ohto; $68,355 for Governor 
Coolidss of Massachusetts, and 
$40,550 for Nicholas Murray Butler, 
of New York, all republicans, 

In respect to the candidacy of 
Mr. McAdoo, Dr. Burr is Jenkins, 
publisher of The Kansas City Post, 
told the committee thathe had come 
to Washington for a conference last 
Aight with Jouett Shouse, assistant 
secretary of the treasury; Daniel C. 
Roper, former commissioner of ‘in- 
ternal revenue; Commissioner Rob- 
ert Woolley, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and Frank Wil- 
son, fomer director of Liberty loan 
publicity. 

Mr. Jenkins explained that he 
had been asked to place Mr. McAdoo 
in nomination at the San Francisco 
convention, but of any funds to be 
used in behalf of the former secre- 
tary of the treasury, he knew noth- 
ing, he said. On the latter point he 
asserted that the impressions given 
him “were quite the contrary.” 

Questions About Pulmer. 

Resuming its inquiry into the 
campaign of Attorney General Pal- 
mer, thé committee-finished its day 
with former Federal Judge J. Harry 
Covington, national treasurer of 
Palmer’s campaign, answering 
questions designed by the inquis- 
itors to show connection of sev- 
eral Palmer supporters, with .the 
office of the alien property custo- 
dian, of which Mr, Palmer was the 
war-time head. Judge Covington’s 
legal representation of the Revere 
Sugar company, of Boston, which 
has a case pending before the de- 
partment” of justice, also was 
touched upon. 

To a flat question as to whether 
his activities in behalf of Mr. Pal- 
mer were occasioned by his quasi- 
governmental legal associations, 
Mr. Covington gave an unqualified 
negative. Only nine men on the 
contribution list, he said, “had any 
connection, direct or indirect,” with 
the administration of alien property. 
Among-them, he said, were Frank 
L. Crocker, New York lawyer, who 
contributed $2,500, and was counsel 
in three cases dealing with alien 
property; Waltgr Denegre, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who gave $500; Fran- 
‘eis P. Garvan, the present alien 
property custodian, who gave $1,000; 
William F. Fitzpatrick, Detroit law- 
yer, contributor of $250; Joseph 
Guffey, Pittsburg oil magnate, do- 
nanor of $10,000, and Fred B. Lynch, 
member of the democratic national 
committee, $250.

Directors of the party’s. policy 
have decided that the question has 
been settled, and neither a “wet” 
nor a “dry” plank nor indorsement 
of any modification of the present 
“bone dry” rule will be incorpo- 
rated in the platform, according to 
Samuel A. Perkins, national com- 
mitteeman from Washington. 

The. prohibition question and its 
possible effect on the forthcoming 
presidential campaign have been 
under consideration by party lead- 
ers for several months, it is known. 
The matter was discussed at na- 
tional committee meetings here as 
far back as last January. 4 

One member of the national‘ com- 
mittee who is here today said that 
the committeemen believed “the 
wets” to be n the minority, and that 
the country as a whole wanted pro- 
hibition. 

Senator Johnson Will Stick. 

National committeemen who are 
gathering here for the opening of 
the hearing on contests Monday re- 
ceived with interest today the re- 
ports of Senator Hiram Johnson's 
speech at Concord, N. C., in which 
he denied he would “bolt” the com 
vention if’ not nominated. The 


probable attitude of the senator in 


the event of defeat in the conven- 
tion has been the source of specula- 
tion for weeks along “presidential 
row,” and his pronouncement on the 
subject-was received with visible 
relief. 

“IT am glad to hear that,” said A. 
T. Hert, of Kentucky. chairman of 
the convention committee on ar- 
rangements. “I have thought all 
along that that would be Mr. John- 
son’s position.” 

Senator Johnson’ will enter the 
convention with 109 instructed del- 
egates, running second to Maj@g 
General Wood, who has 153 votos 
pledged to him. Governor Lowden 
is third in the list, with 74 votes, 
Favorite sons and uninstructed are 
credited with 648 votes. 

In the favorite son list, Senator 
Warren Harding has 29 votes from 
Ohio; Senator Sutherland 16 from 
West Virginia; Senator Miles Poin- 
dexter is expected to receive Wash- 
ington’s 14. and Judge Pritchard, 
of North Carolina, is expected to 
get 17 of his state’s 22 votes. 

Ne Choiee on First Ballot. 

The last of the 984 delegates who 
will sit in the convention were se- 
lected yesterday, when Vermont re- 
publicans met and chose eight un- 
instructed delegates. 

The division of strength among 
the large field of “favorite sons” 
practically precludes any possibil- 
ity of a nomination on the first 
ballot#® Even the most optimistic 
campaign managers here are not 
claiming victory before the third 
ballot, and the more -conservative 
party leaders predict the break will 
not come before the fifth or sixth at 
the earliest. 

One big factor which may upset 
campaign managers’ predictions is 
yet to be dealt with. One hundred 
and forty-five contests have been 
or will be filed, more than one- 
seventh of all the seats In the con- 
vention being at stake, and the na- 
tional committee, which meets here 
Monday, decides these contests and 
prepares the temporary roll, and it 


may materially alter’the prospects 


of several candidates. 
The Chief Contests. 

The principal contests are be- 
tween supporters of Major General 
Wood and Governor Frank O. Low- 
den. Senator Johnson and other 


candidates are not directly interest- 
ed in these contests, but may raise 
questions regarding primary con- 
tests in South Dakota, New Jer- 
sey, Indiana, Michigan, Nebraska 
and other places. 

In addition to the 145 contests, 
64 surplus delegates, with fraction- 
al votes, have been chosen from 
ten state, and the republican na- 
tional committee’s rules provide 
that their right to seats shall also 
be contested. The convention call 
stated that no over-size delegates 
should be seated and no seats have 
been provided for these sixty-four. 

Senator Hiram Johnson and Sena- 
tor Howard Sutherland, of West 
Virginia, were the principal gain- 
ers in pfimaries and conventions 
held ip four states during the past 
week. Senator Johnson, returns in- 
dicate, will get nine of Oregon's 
ten votes and Senator Sutherland 
sixteen’ from West Virginia. The 
official count has-*not been com- 
leted in Oregon and West Virginia.

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SENATORS REFUSE 
TO GRANT WILSON 
ARMENIA MANDATE 


Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Rejects Presi- 
dent’s Plea, 11 to 4--Four 
Democrats Favored Plan. 


Washington May 27.—Declination 
of an American mandate over Ar- 
menia was regarded by leaders of 
both parties in congress as a cer- 
tain result of the adverse action 
taken today by the senate foreign 
relations committee. 

In response to President Wilson's 
request of congress for authority to 
assume for the United States a man- 
date over Armenia, the senate com- 
mittee today by a vote of 11 to 4 
reported a resolution declaring that 
“congress respectfully declines to 
grant to the executive the power” 
asked. 

Solid republican support given 
the resolution in committee Is ex- 
pected by leaders to_continue in the 
senate. One democrat on the come 
mittee, Senator Shields, of Tennes- 
set, also opposed the mandate. Of 
the four democrats who- opposed 
the resolution—Senators Hitchcock, 
of Nebraska; Wilfiams, of Missis- 


sippi; Smith, of Arizona, and Pitt- 
man, of Nevada—only one, Mr. 
Williams, was said to favor the 
mandate. The other three demo- 
crats opppsed the resolution on oth- 
er grounds and were said to oppose 
the president’s request on principle. 

The resolution is to be brought 
before the senate for debate and 
disposal as soon as legislative mat- 
ters permit, with little doubt enter- 
tained by either party as to its 
adoption. 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
the administration leader in th 
treaty fight, said he disapproved 
“such summary action” and believed 
that the committee should give the 
question further study and show 
further respect to the presidént’s 
proposal. He added, however, that 
he opposed the mandate on prin- 
ciple. 


Socialists Start 
For Atlanta Pen 
To Notify Debs 
Committee Will Go to 
Prison Saturday Morn- 


ing and Seek Permission 
to See Candidate. 


New York, May 27.—A committee 
headed by Seymour Stedman left 
here tonight for the federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta to give official 
notification to Eugene Debs, serving 
a term for violation of the espion- 
age act, of his nomination for presi- 
dent on the socialist party ticket. 
The committee will go to the prison 
Saturday morning and sgek permis- 
sion for their candidate to come to 
the outer office, receive the notifi- 
cation and make a speech in reply. 

Mr. Stedman jokingly remarked 
that the committee would assure 
Debs of his election in November. 
and added, “We may take up the 
matter of cabinet appointments.” 

“I think, frofm the standpoint of 
public interest,” he continued, “that 
if the matter has been fully pre- 
seuted to the president and if the de- 
partment of justice realizes what it 
means, they will release Mr. Debs 
before his notification and accept- 
ance. It might not be a good exam- 
ple to have a prisoner in a peniten- 
tiary accept the nomination for the 
presidency of the United States. It 
might have @ tendency to take away 
the sting of imprisonment in the 
eyes of the public.” 

Accompanying Stedman were 
James O’Neal, Julius ‘Gerber and 
William Henry. They will be joined 
in Atlanta by Otto Branstetter, who 
will go from Chicago, and Dr. Madge 
P. Stephens, from Indiana. O’Neal 
and Henry are members of the na- 


tional executive committee of the 
socialist party.

Chattanooga( Tenn., May 27.—At

Stain on U.S. Honor, ~ 
Wilson Says in Veto — 


‘Resolution Does Not Pro. 
tect American Interests 
and Is a Surrender to 
Germany, According to 
the President. 


REJECTION OF TREATY 
MENTIONED BY WILSON 


President Asserts That 
by That Action - the 
United States Has De- 
clared It Wished to Pur- 
sue Objects of Its Own.

Washington, May 27.—President 
Wilson repudiated the Knox peace 
resolution today as a stain on the 
honor of the nation and a sacrifice 
of the principles for which it waged 
a costly war. 

He performed the final act need- 
ed to refer the entire peace issue 
to the voters of the country for de- 
cision in the 1920 natéonal elections, 
and outlined the principles he will 
endeavor to have the democratic 
party indorse at its national con- 
vention in San Francisco. 

The public must now determine 
what sort of peace we shall have, 
and in a larger sense decide what 
the attitude of America shall be 
in her dealings with other nations 
of the world. The senate rejected a 
peace treaty of the president's 
building. Now the president refuses 
to concur in a substitute the senate, 
aided by the house, devised. The 
answer lies in the ballot. 

To the president, at least, the is- 
Sue is clean-cut: He sees in re- 
jection of thé Versailles treaty and 
in the Knox resolution a surrender 
to Germany, a war waged without 
benefits, and a world order little 
changed by conflict. A few sen- 
tences from the veto message ex- 
Plain his views. 

Ineffacable Stain, Says Wilken. 

He declines to become a party “to” 
an action which would place inef- 
facable stain upon the gallantry 
and honor. of the United States," 
and to indorse a resolution which 
he holds would-not compel the Ger- 
man government to set right the 
infinite wrong it 41d to. the peoples 
it attacked, whom we professed: to 
assist when we entered the war.’ 

The resolution does not seek to 
accomplish the objects for which 
we entered war, “but in effect 
makes a complete surrender of the 
United States so far as the German 
government is concerned,” the 
president holds. 

As for broader international poli- 
cles, the president believes that in 
the rejection of the Versailles 
treaty and its method “we have in 
effect declared that we wish to 
draw apart and pursue objects and 
interests of our own, unhampered 
by any connections of interest or of 
purpose with other ~governments 
and peoples.” ; 

The Versailles treaty, as the pres- 
il_nt sees it, secures the benefits of 
victory. The attainment of the pur- 
poses for which we entered the war, 
he declares, “is provided for in the 
treaty of Versailles by terms deem- 


ed adequate by the leading states- 
men and experts of all the great 
peoples who were associated in the 
war against Germany. 

The veto message & a brief dotu- 
ment, couched in terse language. 
Some 600 words suffice for an ex- 
planation of why the president 
witheld his signatute. Leaders of 
both parties had expected a much 
longer discussion, and possibly ref- 
erences to what the president holds 
has been the failure of the repub- 
lican congréss to function.

Speaks on Affinities.

There 
was young, handsome, dashing 
Jonnny Abbott, who drove the big 
red- car that belongs to the fire 
chief, riding about town, leaving a 
trail of broken hearts in his wake. 
Women love a uniform,,they just 
can’t help it.” Here r, Arnold 
spoke at length on “affinity” and 
“affinities.” 

“Take, for instance, the scene at 
the undertaker’s, when Mary Pow- 
ers, the woman who broke up this 
happy home, put her face into the 
coffin, and kissed the remains of 
the man whose death she had 
caused.” My friend, Stephens, ask- 
ed this morning why-.Mrs. Abbott 
did not attend her husband’s’ fu- 
neral. She could not get there;

Same crime and confronted by the 
Same evidence. 


Asks Conviction. 


“I don’t object to extending mercy 
to Mrs. Abbott, because she is a 
woman,” said Mr. Boykin. “To hang 
her would be a disgrace to the state, 
and I don’t want her to be hanged. I 
do ask for conviction, and if she 
were a man, I would ask that she 
be hanged. Mrs. Abbott was actu- 
ated by jealousy. 

“*Johnny’ Abbott was hemmed in 
like a rat in a trap by Mrs. Abbott, 
her son and her father, and was de- 
liberately shot to death in cold 
blood. There were no tears then. 
After she had shot her husband, she 
asked her father to search his 
clothes for money and when told 
there was only $2 in his pocket, she 
said, ‘Well, I need that.’ 

“She tinred his death by her wrist 
watch and found that it took him 
only nine minutes to die. She did 
not call.an ambulance, she did nut 
a doctor.

No Wires in Convention Hall. 


Special correspondents of many 
metropolitan newspapers were 
thrown into eonstermation today 
when it was announced by the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
that it would have no wires run- 
ning into the eonvention hall. 

Superintendent Hall notified the 
company that the building trades 
council had threatened to call out 
all workmen employed at the Coli- 
seum if non-union telegraph compa- 
nies attempted to place wires in 
the building. The Postal Telegraph 
company said it had not heard of 
the trouble and expected to install 
an office. 

The union has been trying to or- 
ganize the elevator boys in the 
Western Union building here. The 
elevator boys, aggre: to the com- 
pany, already are unionized, as they 
belong to the Western Union Em- 
ployees’ association. 

L. W. Henley, secretary of the 
convention committee, placed an or- 
der for a new gavel today and 
the historic mallet used in 1912 and 
1916 will be discarded. “It has 
gone through two defeats,” Mr. 
Henley commented, “and because of 
the associations connected with it, 
I think we would better lay it aside 
and buy a less dangerous weapon.” 

There will be plenty of rooms in 
Chicago at reasonable prices to care 
for the 40,000 convention visitors, 
according to the information bureau 
of the association of commerce, 
first-class hotels in the Loop have 
13,000 rooms available and outly- 
ing hotels 21,000.

The average price of 250 apart- 
ments listed was $450 for the week, 
but not more than °*a dozen have 
been rented. 

Rooms are available in hotels and 
homes at an average price of $5 per 
day. , 


EDWIN C. M’GRAW DIES 
AT HOME IN FLORIDA 


East Palestine, Ohio, May 27.— 
(Special.)—Edwin C. McGraw, 61 
years old, president of the McGraw 
Tire and Rubber company, and one 
of East Palestine’s most prominent 
citizens, died at his winter home 
in Point View, a suburb of Miami, 
Fla., Monday. 

The remains of the manufacturer 
were brought to East Palestine for 
burial. 

Edwin C. McGraw was born in 
Allegheny, July 18, 1858. 

In 1907 Mr. McGraw became in- 
terested in automobile tire manu- 
facturing and, having been granted 
patent rights for certain of his own 
inventions, he formed a company for 
the production of the tires and 
tubes. The plant was located in 
East Palestine and the career of 
the deceased since then is well- 
known to local citizens. 


NEW RULING MADE 
ON INCOME TAX 


Atlanta banks have received a 
new ruling from the United States 
treasury department, stating that 
premiums on life insurance taken 
out as security for loans are de- 
ductible as expense from income tax 
returns. Following is the depart- 
ment’s ruling: 

“388. A taxpayer who borrowed 
money for business purposes and 
was required to take out life insur- 
ance in favor of the loan. is entiticd 
to deduct the premiums paid for 
such insurance as a business ex- 
pense under section 214 (A) 1 of the 
revenue act of 1918: however, the 
premiums will cease to constitute 
a business expense upon maturity 
and .payment of.the loan. (Off. 
Dec. 6-14, G. Par. 163). Likewise. 
if a creditor takes out a life insur- 
ance policy on an _ individual to 
cover loans to the individual, the 
creditor may, while the loan is out- 
standing, deduct from gross income 
as a necessary expense the amount 
of the premium paid during the year 
from which the return is made. (Off. 
Dec. Cum. Bull. 104, G, Par. 163).”

“SCHOOL PENSIONERS.” 

A woman educational and uplift 
worker in Georgia, who, for suffi- 
cient reasons, asks that\.her name 

> 

be not used, has written to The 
Constitution to express her appre- 
ciation of an editorial relative to 
the retardation of educational prog- 
ress in this state, due to the 
law requiring that superintendents 
must be men residents of the coun- 
ties by which they are employed. 

“You have sounded the _ right 
note,” she says; and “we want 
school heads well paid, but they 
should not be school pensioners.” 
Her work, continues our corre- 
spondent, has brought her into 
close touch with county superin- 
tendent, parent and t2aclter. 

In her own county, she declares, 
“the head of our sche’ ‘: an 4@f- 
fable old gentleman, whose office 
records are in a state of chaos,” 
and he was found by her to be 
woefully ignorant of educational 
matters o' vital importance within 
the sphere of his jurisdiction. 

“No one,” she goes on to say— 
“who has done educational work in 
the rura) d®tricts could fa‘ to ap- 
preciate the difficulties of the of- 
fice. But that is merely an addi- 
tional reason why we should have 
strong, aggressive men as county su- 
perintendents. Here the board of 
education {gs powerless to remedy 
the , situation—the superintendent 
must be a man from our county, 
elected by the people—a restricted 
choice and governed entirely by 
politics. 

“I do not believe the péople of 
Georgia realize how far short we 
ane falling in providing even the 
meagerest educational opportunities 
for the country children. The short- 
age of teachers may be eerious in 
the colleges and city schools: it is 
a calamity in the rural districts 
where too often we find a strong 
disinclination to. patronize any 
school, much less the poor apologies 
we offer for schools. Teachers re- 
sign without conscience, and in the 
middle of the term. In one instance 
I found a teacher scarcely above 
the illiterate, a fact 4ard to recon- 
cile with the law requiring exami- 
nation and certificates. Patrons 
complain that tke children go.three 
and four terms and then ‘don’t larn 
nothing.’ 
“y cite 
only one 
Undoubtedly conditions 
well above the average. Many of 
our teachers are merely ‘keeping 
schooL’ Some are doing splendid 
work under trying « :ditions and 
for wholly inadequate compensation. 
An experienced grade t@acher is my 
authority for the statement that 
three years in the county schools 
is equivalent to one «rr in the 
city schools. And yet the law. re- 
quires indifferent parents to keep 
their children :* school for a very 
brief perilod—from seven to fourteen 
and the’ ink hasn’t dried on that 
shamefulliv tardy legislation., Nor is 
the law being enforced.” 

Nobody is more intimately famil- 
iar with the shortcomings of the 
Georgia school system in this re- 
spect than State Superintendent 
Brittain, who is nationally recog- 
nized as one of the most efficient 
and most progressive public school 
executives in the country. 

But the state superintendent, as 
our correspondent suggests, “can- 
not remedy the situation; the su- 
pervisors cannot.” 

“But,” she says truthfully; “we 
(the public) can! We can take 
our schools out of politics; we can 
pay our teachers well; wé can do 
more than that: We can rank edu- 
cation along with and above com- 
merce and labor and agriculture.” 

If the present effete system is 
abolished, and the law changed so 
that school superintendents may be 
employed upon merit and fitness 
alone, irrespective of sex or of place 
of residence, or of politics—when. 
that is done, as it is to be hoped 
it will be done by the legislature 
this summer, remarkable progress 
will have been made toward a bet: 
ter public school system for the

Motor Cars Essential, 
Declares Pres. Mathers, 
_ Replying to Wellborn 


Editor Constitution: 1 have 
ceived scores of letters and tele- 
Srams from dealers regarding the 


attitude of the Feaeral’ Reserve 
bank of Atlanta to gutomobile pa- 
per. These inquirfes are due to 
press notices regarding statements 

e by M. B. Wellborn, governor 
of the Federal Reserve nk of 
Atlanta. 


Mr. Wellborn has been quoted as 
Stating that in the present re- 


striction of credits on all luxuries 
he would place the automobile as 
number ofe on his list of non-es- 
sentials. He, however. . qualifies 
this statement by saying that cred- 
its should be allowed on cars used 
for strictly business purposes. 


Mr. Wellborn’s utterances on this 
subject have been very unfortunate 
due to the fact that ne has either 


not made his position in the mat- 
ter entirely clear or else he has 
been badly misintormed regarding 
the use of passenger cars. 

In the first place, it has been 
Proven beyond a doubt that the 
resent day passenger car is strict- 
y a utility product, as much so 
@s street cars, assenger trains 
and steanships. t has also been 
proven that the percentage of au- 
tomobiles used strictly for pleasure 
purposes is so smal]! that it is not 
worthy of consideration. « 

In order to see clearly an 
tion we must use comp risong. 
That is the only method by which 
values can be arrived at. Follow- 
ing this policy of condemning the 
automobile as a luxury and a non- 
essentia] purely because two or five 
out of every, hundred are pleasure 
cars, shali we also cal! our passen- 
ger and Pullman train luxuries and 
non-essential because a small per- 
centage of its users are on pleasure 
bent? Shall we call telephones a 
luxury anda non-esnential 
some people visit upon them ana 
because housewives save time in 
using them rather than making a 
trip to the butcher, baker or candle- 
stick maker? I could go gn indefi- 
hitely illustrating the fact that 
there are scores of other products 
of utility that are also used for 
pleasure, and in some cases the 
pleasure percentage is much great- 
er than is found with automobile 
owners, yet we never heb&r them 
called luxuries or non-essentials.; 

The Auto vs. Roads and Schools. ' 
If the: automobile is a luxury and 
a4 non-essential, then it is a non- 
essential and a luxury to have good 
roads, for there were none until] the 
advent of the motor car, and in 
Georgia during the past few months 
the state has collected $1,780,810.83 
to be used in building better roads 
in Georgia. 

If automobiles are luxuries and 
non-essential, then it is A luxury 
and a non-essential to make it pos- 
sible for the farmer's children to 
attend city schools, the tired farm- 
er’s wife attending a city theater 
and the farmer himself saving many 
hours once spent én the road with 
“Maud” which are now spent in the 
field with the help of “Lizzie.” 
oe wg 3 has ever done as much to 
make farm life more attractive as 
the automobile, and nothing has in- 
creased land values as much as au- 
tos and the good roads that follow. 

In thinking of the utility of the 
automobile I can not but remember 
the part motor cars played in sav- 
ing Paris during the first onslaught 
made by the Germans. Cars and 
taxis of all kinds were comman- 
deered and the time saved by their 
use in rushing men to the front 
was a big element in the final re- 
sult of hostilities. 

When our government entered the 
world war, the automobile’ manu- 
facturer was the first to offer his 
erage his organization and all he 

ad to assist in prosecuting to a 
victorious decision our entree to the 
battle against the Hun. Production 
of cars was. stopped entirely by 
some and greatly curtailed by all, 
and at a great loss to those inter- 
ested in the industry, and if our 
equipment had not been allowed to 
reach the proportion it had I am 
afraid we would have had a much 
mnre difficult time than we did 
have in equipping our men for 
service. Let’s not forget that. We 
may need this giant industry an- 
other day for purposes other than 
building cars. =. 
There is another feature of grave 
importance that bobs up prominent- 
ly in the condition brought. about 
by the Atlanta Federal Reserve 
bank in refusing to rediscount pa- 
per taken as deferred payment on 
automobiles. This feature is one 
that does the very one thing that 
we all should be trying our utter- 
most to avoid, and that is it adds 
to the present social unrest. ‘The 
man of means .is sufficiently able 
to pay cash for his car, and the 
man who is being hit right between 
the eyes and the man who is being 
denied entirely is the sturdy chap 
whose income is sufficient to float 
a loan large enough to purchase an 
automobile, but who has not the 
cash. In other words, the Federal 
Reserve. bank’s action works a 
hardship on the great American 
middle class and does not touch the 
higher ups who do not need help. 
This is an important feature, the 
importance of which can not be 
overlooked. 
Effects on Workers. 

There is another feature to this 
ruling which is worthy of consid- 
erable consideration, and that is the 
huge army of people dependent up- 
on the automobile industry for food 
and clothing. There is not the 
Shortageeof labor that some people 
make a cry about. There is, it is 
true, a misdircction or mismanaged 
resumption of labor to after war 
conditions. If one thinks there is 
a shortage of labor, one has only 
to make an investigation and learn 
the number of ex-service men now 
out of employment. 

With the automobile industry the 
second largest industry in the Unit- 
ed States, and with thousands upon 
thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren dependent upon it for food, 
shelter and clothing. one can well 
imagine the national calamity that 
would ensue if Mr. Wellborn’s pol- 
icy were to become universal. 

This is no time to experiment or 
play with fundamental laws. This 
is no time to gamble snap judgment 
against slow. conservative and 
thorough decisions arrived at only 
after a .most careful survey and 
consideration of al]

Ose who are fully acquainted 
with all angles of the automobile 
industry know that this is the one 
time in our history that.the United 
States has an opportunity to cap- 
ture the world’s market in this 
field. Instead of hindering this 
reat industry, of which we should 
@ very proud, the government 
should do all in its power to en- 
courage larger production, so that 
foreign demand could be taken ad- 
vantage of, thereby establishing a 
foreign trade of great magnitude 
which would remain with us for al] 
time to come. 


Refuse Credit to Hoarders. 


The only sure and wise method 
to use in lowering prices of com- 
modities and essentials is not to 
Strike at production, but to refuse 
credit to those men who are hoard- 
ing ‘for the purpose of keeping 
i“ ces up. If these men are unable 
© borrow money, they will be 
forced to convert their merchandise 
Into cash, and the result will be 
lower prices and diminishing of a 
number of alleged shortages. 

In conclusion: The automobile is 
not a luxury nor a non-essential. 
There is not the shortage of labor 
some people are making a great 
noise about. The government should 
encourage greater production. for 
that is the answer to most of our 
iis. We should not bé made to 
neglect the foreign markets which 
aré now wide open to us. Credits 
should be cut off entirely to hoard- 
ers. Automobile dealers are en- 
gaged in the second largest indus- 
try in the United States and should 
be proud of their connection. Sit 
steady in the boat and don’t worry. 
The right way is bound to be recog- 
nized ‘by our banks and mistakes 
now being made _ will, no doubt. 
soon be corrected.

Democrats Will Fight 
The Proposed Adjournment. 


The program of the republican 
“old guard” for an adjournment or 
long recess of congress during the 
Summer months is to be opposed by 
democratic members of both bodies 
who believe that congress is leav- 
ing without attention toe many im- 
portant legislative matters.. 

That most of the democrats are 
against a summer adjournment so 
long as the legislative situation un- 
der republican control remains as it 
is, was indicated at the caucus of 
democrats recently. The democratic 
caucus took no formal vote on a 
legislative program and adjourn- 
ment, but speeches by various.sen- 
ators showed a disposition to stay 
on the job in Washington. 

There will not be opposition to 
a recess of congress during the pe- 
riod of the national conventions, but 
the program of the republican lead- 
ers goes further than that. They 
want to keep congress in recess un- 
til the middle of September or the 
first of October> By taking a re- 
cess instead of an adjournment sine 
die, the republicans would make it 
impossible for the president to call 
congress back th extraordinary ses- 
sion. Should congress adjourn with 
a part of the administration’s legis- 
lative program not acted upon, some 
republicans fear the president would 
issue a proclamation calling con- 
gress back, which would be em- 
barrassing politically to the ma-. 
jority party. “3 

Several progressive republicans in 
the senate are likely to join with 
the democrats in opposing an early 
recess. These republicans are par- 
ticularly interested in the bill for 
the regulation of the meat packing 
industry, the Johnson-Nolan mini- 
|mum wage bill and the bill design- 
ed to check profiteering in shoes. 

These measures have been held 
up in committee, or displaced on 
the calendar, and republican’ pro- 
gréssives are beginning to wrangle 
with the G. O. P.’leadership for side- 
tracking such measures. Senator 
Kenyon, of Iowa, has been particu- 
larly severe in his criticism of non- 
action on the packer bill.

All Ils About Ready 
For the Republican Show. 


Practically all of the delegates 
to the republican national conven- 
tion, which meetg at Chicago on 
June 8 have now been chosen. 

The preliminary contests as be- 
tween candidates for the nomination 
have been marked by a keen rivalry 
and a tense spirit. Popular pre- 
convention interest is aroused to 
an extraordinary degree and un- 
doubtedly the gathering at Chicago 
will be the greatest in the party's 
history. 

Uncertainty attaches to the nomi- 
nations ten days before the date 
fixed. Primaries have not clearly 
pointed to the identity of the setand- 
ard-bearer. It is evidently to be 
an open-minded convention—in the 
sense; that a large .percentage of 
the delegates will be uninstructed 
or uncommitted when they take 
their seats. ; 

With few exceptions, the pri- 
maries have not been altogether il- 
luminating in results. Experience 
in the preliminary campaign has 
demonstrated, in the . opinion of 
close students of the political con- 
ditions, the need of a uniform pri- 
mary system and a movement toé« 
ward that end doubtless will fol- 
low this quadrennial’ struggle. 

The number of contested delega- 
tions come almost wholly from the 
south. On May 31 the national com- 
mittee will meet at the Coliseum, 
Chicago, to take up these contests 
for presentation to the committee 
On credentials of the convention. 

All the detailed arrangements for 
the convention, under the direction 
of Committeeman A. T. Hert, chair- 
man, are well in hand. 


Women’s Votes Will Be 
Very Closely Watched. 


Women have been told again and 
again that their vote in the coming 
national election will be studied and 
analyzed. With 17,500,000 women 
already enfranchised and 9,500,000 
more near enfranchisement, the fu- 
ture political history of the country 
is to be foreshadowed in what the 
Sreat army of new voters stands 
[for in the next great battle of bal- 
lots. This fact has been recognized 
}by the democratic party, which has 
given women every opportunity to 
exercise the privileges of full ciff- 
zenship recently bestowed upon 
them by placing them on an equal- 
ity in every position in its national 
organization. Mrs. Halsey W. Wil- 
son, who is a leader among démo- 
cratic womerm, said in a recent 
Speech: 

“The participation of the women 
of the country will be written into 
the history of the forthcoming pres- 
idential campaign. It is greatly to 
be desired, therefore, that our activ- 
ities shall be in no way of uncertain 
value, but a direct contribution to 
the intelligence and efficiency of the 
campaign. Our vote is being watch- 
ed more closely this year than ever 
before, and men who comprise the 
inner ciréles of both parties are 
puzzled by our seeming uncéncern.

Editor The Constitation: 1 see 


no reason why we can't strip the 


subject of the recent primary and 
eonvention of its technicalities and 
superfluities and go straight to the 
big point at issue, which appears to 
resolve itself into this query: 
Which authority is supreme, the 
political convention or the primary? 
I've heard and read a good deal 
in certain papers of the “gupre- 
macy” of the convention: but I call 


to mind the sweeping movement a 
few years ago which practically did 
away with the: old convention sys- 
tem, with its juggling and log-roll- 
ing Methods, and substituted the 
primary instead. This movement is 
within easy recollection of almost 
every voter in Georgia. The pri- 
mary was adopted and legalized be- 
cause it obtained an individual ex- 
pression from each and every mem- 
ber of the rank and file and render- 
ed it more difficult for the profes- 
sional politician to manipulate the 
party through his acquired skill! in 
the art of wire-pulling. trading and 
stampeding hastily held and easily 
confused conventions.

1921 schedule of license tax in- 
creases, affecting real estate deal- 
ers, wholesale school book dealers 
and opticians, was made Thursday 
afternoon by the tax committee 6:

Thecommittee also listened tc 
protests from the laundrymen ani 
the plumbers, but declined to make 
any reduction on the business they 
represented. Under the revision 
agreed on by the committee Thurs. 
day.real estate dealers, where sales 
are $200,000 or less per annum, wil) 
pay a city license tax of $50. Deal. 
ers selling over $200,000 and less 
than $300,000, will pay $75. Dealers 
selling $300,000 and less than $400,- 
000, will be assessed $100. Dealers 
sellling $400,000 and less than $500,- 
000, will pay $150. Dealers selling 
$500,000 and less than $700,000, wil; 
ay $200, and dealers selling over 
700,000 will be required to pay $300. 

Salesmen selling for a dealer or 
agent havinga dealer's license, will 
be charged a tax of $15 a year, a 
reduction of $10 from the origina! 
schedule. The tax on renting agents 
will remain the same. _ All real es- 
tate licenses are to be payable / 
quarterly. .

New York, May -—Confidence 
on the part of the investing public 
is returning, and although the vol- 
ume of business transacted yester- 
day was still below recent levels.

It 
will be recalled that the first $50,- 
000,000 did not have much effect 
in increasing the gold reserve of 
the United States, inasmuch as al- 
most immediately a similar amount 
was shipped by this country to Ar- 
gentine, so that it appeared as if 
the British government had merely 
taken advantare of the exchange 
situation to straighten her credit 
without involving 
any real sacrifice on her part. 

As matters now stand. however, 
the Argentine exchange rate has ad- 
vanced to the point that theoreti- 
cally indicates She movement of 
gold in this direction.
